MOISTURE DEFICIENCY GRAVE 
IN 7 STATES IN DROUTH AREA 


Unless Those East of the Missis- 
sippi Get Rain Soon, Year 
Will Start in Bad Shape. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 26. — Win- 


ter has not stopped the drouth. 
East of the Mississippi River an 
unusually dry and warm January 
has followed December, which for 
the greater portion of the vast area 
affected by: the 1930 drouth was 
the driest month of the year. 


In direct contrast with a year 
ago, when winter precipitation was 
normal, or above normal in much 
of the parched area, this year’s 
moisture deficiency is pronounced. 

J. B. Kinecer, agricultural me- 
teorologist, said today thus far con- 
ditions generally in drouth sections 
are much worse than a year ago. 
At the same time he saw a possi- 
bility falls of snows and heavy 
spring rains still might remedy dry 
subsoil conditions. 

“But unless we get some good 
rain soon,” he added, Bei: Ww: 
start this year in bad shape’iss, 
Seven states east of the 
sippi River are especially attoctea. 
They are: Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, 
Kentucky, Virginia, Maryland and 
Pennsylvania. Michigan and West 
Virginia are better off. 

West of the Mississippi River 
conditions generally are better 
‘than in the eastern half of the 
country. Oklahoma, however, an 
important wheat state, Kincer said, 
“ig getting pretty dry,” and in Mis- 
souri “moisture is needed but not 
as urgently.”

The Governor's action was taken 
after he received a communication 
from the Mexican Embassy at 
Washington, asking that the life of 
Aguelera, a Mexican citizen, be 
spared. The Governor, however, 
assigned dther reasons for his ac- 
tion, 

Governor Gives Reason. 

The principal reason, he said, 
was that the two other participants 
in the robbery and murder, David 
Velasco and Jose Martinez, had 
been sentenced to life imprison- 
ment. While all three, under the 
law,» were equally guilty, the Gov- 
ernor pointed out that Velasco 
would generally be deemed the 
most guilty of the three, since the 
testimony indicated that he fired 
the fatal shot. 

Velasco, tried separately, got a 
life sentence. Martinez and Ague- 
lera, tried together, were sen- 
tenced to hang, but Circuit Judge

“T am moved to exercise clem- 
ency also by the fact that Agne- 
lera was not provided with an in- 
terpreter. He was being tried for 
his life, and any doubt in respect 
to his need of an interpreter should 
have been resolved in his favor. 
Indeed, no harm watever to the ad- 
ministration of justice could: possi- 
bly have resulted from his having 
been granted an interpreter, while 
on the other hand the denial of 
one, in the face of his protestations 
that he needed an interpreter, 
might raise a question as to his fair 
tzial. Velasco, the actual killer, 
was given in interpreter and re- 
ceived only life imprisonment.” 

The Supreme Court, in uphold- 
ing Aguelera’s conviction, upheld 
the trial court in refusing: a Span- 
ish-language interpreter, as four 
witnesses, one of them for the de- 
fense, testified that Aguelera un- 
derstood and spoke English. 


Aguelera, told in jail today of 
the commutation of his sentence, 
said: “That was what I have been 
praying for, but I had a dream last 
night that I was being hanged. I’m 
glad that dream is not. to come 
true. I am not guilty and I was 
much disappointed that the Su- 
preme Court did not grant me a 
new trial.”” He spoke English with 
difficulty.

Survey of Total of 149 Turned 
Over to Hoover Unem- 
ployment Group..

NEW YORK, Jan. 26 —Despite 
the widespread unemployment, 120 
of 149 larger cities in 35 states in- 
cluded in a recent survey of relief 
measures by the Family Welfare 
Association of America have no 
bread lines. The information gath- 
ered by the association among its 
240 member agencies has been 
turned over to President Hoover's 
Emergency Committee for Employ- 
ment, 

Seventy-five cities reported that 
they had had no bread lines or soup 
kitchens this winter, while 45 have 
been able “to turn community 
thinking toward more individual- 
ized forms of relief,” the report 
says. Ninety/five of the agencies 
reporting felt that existing relief 
funds would be insufficient, al- 
though other avenues for obtaining 
funds seem to be generally avail- 
able. Eighty-two societies indicated 
that public appropriations for addi- 
tional relief could be obtained. 

Forty agencies said their com- 
munities were studying methods to 
prevent seusonal une: :ployment 
and to stabilize .local industries, 
while. 92 have committees seeking 
to relieve distress through the crea- 
tion of jobs . nd the encouragement 
of corellated social work.

So far, the prisoners haye not had 
a chance to make a’ statement 
whether the Josephine K-: was in- 
side the 12-mile limit when seized. 

Capt. A. G. Gabbett, commanding 
Coast Guard base No. 2, said there 
was no doubt that the Josephine K. 
was inside the 12-mile limit, and he 
pr..ised the captain of the cutter, 
whose name he _ withheld, for his 
action. Capt. Gabbett said firing 
the shot that killed Cluett was 
justified. 

Discovered by Accident, 

The seized scow belonged to the 
A. & 8. Transportation Co., New- 
ark, which has a contract to re- 
move sludge from the mouth of the 
Passaic Valley sewer where it emp- 
ties into Newark Bay. The seized 
tug belongs ts the Dauntless Tow- 
ing Line, Ine. . 

It is presumed that the liquor- 
running was being done by the re- 
spective crews of the scow and 
the tug. Their routine gave them 
a good chance to get liquor into 
the harbor since the scow went out 
full and came back empty and its 
presence in the bay would excite 
no suspicion. 

The liquor transfer was discov- 
, ered by accident, Coast Guard cut- 
ter No. 145 was cruising about four 
and one-half miles southeast of 
Ambrose Light at 10 p. m. Satur- 
day night. This position, would 
place it about two and one-half 
miles inside the 12-mile limit. The 
wandering searchlight hit on the 
group of boats while the cutter was 
still some distance away. 

Immediately the Josephine K. 
cast off lines and by the time the 
cutter reached the spot the schoon- 
er was in full flight toward the 
lower bay. The schooner had an 
auxiliary engine which was pushing 
it through the water at about 14 
knots. The cutter was not quite 
so fast. 

The captain of the cutter or- 
dered his gunner to fire the cus- 
tomary three rounds from the one- 
pounder. The three blank rounds 
had no effect, so three shots were 
fired across the schooner’s bows. 
Still the schooner ignored the cut- 
ter’s signals and was gaining stead- 
ily on the coastguard boat. 

First Shot Is Effective. 

The gunner trained his piece on 
the schooner. It was a _ cloudy 
right, but the general visibility was 


good. The first shot crashed 
squarely through the inclosed 
bridge. The boat's speed silack- 


ened and it finally pulled to a deaa 
hait. When the cutter drew 
abreast it was discovered that the 
gunner had hit Cart. Cluett. 

Immediately a wireless message 
was sent to the Coast Guard base 
at Stapleton and Cutter No. 100 
sped to the scene with Dr. C. RB. 
Etter of the Marine Hospital to 
eee what could be done for the 
wounded man. ' 

Meantime Cutter No. 180 had 
been dispatched from Rockaway 
Point to aid No. 145 in rounding 
up the contraband fleet.

Canada Asks for Information on 
the Subject.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—The 
Canadian Government wants in- 
formation from the American Gov- 
ernment on the Coast Guard action 
in firing on the Josephine K. off 
the Jersey coast Saturday. 

Hume Wrong, Canadian Charge 
d’Affaires, made the request today 
in a conference with Agsistant Sec- 
retary of Castle at the State Dev 
partment. No report on the inci- 
dent had been received from the 
Treasury, which has jurisdiction 
over the Coast Guard, at the time. 
Previously, however, Assistant 
Secretary Lowman of the Treasury 
thad called at the White House. He 
issued a statement sayin ; the Coast 
Guard “was performing its statu- 
tory duty in prevention of smug- 
gling’’ in the capture of the Cana- 
dian schooner. 

“It ig regrettable the Captain 
lost his life, but it was simply an 
incident to the transaction,” he 
continued. “I feel sure the Coast 
Guard did not fire with intention 
of taking life but to prevent, the 
rum runner escaping. 
“Apparently the Canadian rum 
runner was violating the laws of 
the United States which ‘it is the 
duty of the Coast Guard to en- 
force under mandates from the 
Congress of the United States.”’ 
Lowman said a Ceast Guard cut- 
ter caught the rum runner trans- 
ferring a cargo of liquor to a scow 
and a small motorboat well within 
the 12-mile limit and just outside 
New York Harbor. He said the 
cutter hoisted her pennant, where- 
upon the rum runner tried to es- 
cape. 

“The rum runner was not only 
well within the 12-mile limit but 
was making direct contact with 
American boats from the shore, in- 
cluding a garbage scow, on which 
was found part of a cargo; a tug 
that had one scow in town, and 
also a motorboat which was along- 
side,” Lowman said. “The motor- 
boat escaped but the rum runner, 
scow and tug were seized.” 


British Boat Captured After Being 
Hiit by Shell.

Theodore Rassieur, attorney for 
the company, declared the evidence 
now before the commission, includ- 
ing the audit by the commission 
accountants, was not sufficient for 
a decision, and that it was the 
duty of the commission tither to 
dismiss the proceeding or to order 
a ful] valuation. 

Commissioner J. H. Porter took 
exception to the attack upon the 
evidence. Referring to Rassieur’s 
contention that an error of pos- 
sibly several million dollars might 
result from using the physical 
property inventory of the 1915 
valuation as a base.for the audit, 
Porter pointed out that the com- 
mission and company now were 
not more than $500,000 apart on 
the original cost of the physical 
property in the 1915 valuation. 

The commissioner recalled that 
testimony of F. J. Boehm, vice 
president of the Union Electric, 
earlier in the hearing, corroborat- 
ead methods of the commission ac- 
countanits and city engineers in 
estimating reproduction cost of the 
property, and'the depreciation, both 
of which were attacked as un- 
sound and inaccurate by Rassieur. 

Boehm testified reproduction cost 
of the present property new would 
be about 25 per cent more than 
the original cost. Chief Account- 
ant Harold Ross of the commission 
Imad used index numbers to convert 
original cost into reproduction cost, 
and the average of his calculations 
gave a reproduction cost that was 
26 per cent more than origina! 
cost. The city’s engineers. had 
added 25 per cent, which Boehm 
had said was approximately cor- 
rect. 

The commission’s accountants 
estimated depreciation of the prop- 
erty to be somewhat less than $10,- 
000,000. 

Porter pointed out that while 
Rassieur was challenging the accu- 
racy of this estimate, Boehm, in 
his testimony, had estimated the 
depreciation at $10,000,000 based 
On his detailed knowledge of the 
property. 

Rassieur said he preferred to 
complete his argument in support 
of the motion for a full valuation, 
and would take up the points sug- 
gested by Commissioner Porter la- 
ter. 

While the company now is. at- 
tacking use of the commissi6n’a 
findings in the 1915 valuation -case 
as @ base for present value esti- 
mates, it took a different position 
on the sufficiency of that evidence 
in seeking a delay in a valuation 
decision in the 1915 case. 

The company, in a brief sub- 
mitted to the commission in the 
1915 case, in which deferring of a 
valuation finding was suggested, 
stated. “the company will stipulate 
now that on any and all occasions

After his public school 
education he entered New York 
University in the cliss of 1884, but 
quit at the end of his junior year 
to study law in the office of his 
brother, William D. Edwards. 


‘After determining that the legal 
profession did not appeal to him, 
he obtained a minor position in the 
first National Bank pf Jersey City 
and while there devoted himself to 
the study of banking and taxation. 
Ee left the bank to form a part- 
nership with his brother in the 
construction and building business, 
but in 1903 returned to the bank 
as assistant to the president. He 
was advanced to cashier in 1911, to 
president in 1916 and became 
chairman of the board in 1925. 

On Nov. 14, 1888, Edwards mar- 
ried Miss Jule Blanche Smith of 
Jersey City. They had a son, Ed- 
ward I. Edwards Jr., and a daugh-

Rebuking those who clamor for 
quick action on revision of the 
Young plan, Bruening said they 
seemed to have forgotten every- 
thing that the nation had gone 
through. Germans were agreed, 
he concluded, that a stirring up of 
reparations questions would be the 
silliest move Germany could make. 


PHILIPPINES HAVE REACHED 
LIMIT UNDER U. S.. ROXAS SAYS 


MANILA, Jan. 26.—The Philip- 
Pine Herald quotes Manuel Roxas, 
Speaker of the House,.as saying in 
a speech at Lucena, Tayabas Prov- 
ince, that the Philippines have 
reached the maximum of economic 
development they can attain under 
American sovereignty. 

Roxas, who spoke in connection 
with a membership campaign for 
the Katipunan, a new independence 
organization, said the principal in- 
dustries must remain stagnant in 
the face of constant threats in 
America to close the American 
markets to the insular products. 
“The Philippines,” Roxas assert- 
ed, “are not deriving any benefit, 
whether political, social, moral or 
economic, from their present rela- 
tions with the United States.” 

In a speech at Atimonan, Roxas 
warned the people they must mend 
their lazy ways if they ever ex- 
pected independence, economic or 
political. He asserted the great 
majority of Filipinos worked only 
100 days a year. 


MADRID, Jan. 26.—Spanish 
lumber importers have protested to 
the Government against efforts of 
Soviet Russia to “dump” cheaply 
produced lumber on the Spanish 
market. The Catalonian Agricul- 
tural Institute, in calling the at- 
tention of the Government to ship- 
ments of Russian lumber now said 
to be available at Tarragona and 
other Mediterranean ports, asked 
that the vessels be prohibited from 
unloading. 

It is understood the Government 


is favorably disposed to a bar 
against Russian lumber on the 
ground that it constitutes a men- 
ace to the Spanish lumber indus- 
try.

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Officials Estimate 3000 Additional Engineers 
Are Needed in Five-Year Industrial- 
ization Plan. = 


By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, Jan. 26.—The Soviet 
Government will continue to look 
to the foreign specialist fur the 
necessary technical skill in putting 
the five-year industrialization plan 
across. 

Government officials estimated 
today that 13,000 additienal for- 
eign engineers, techhicians and 
skilled workers would be needed 
in 1931 if the scheduled construc- 
tion is to be carried out. 

At. present there are more than 
4000 foreign specialists employed 
under individual contracts by the 
Soviet Union in addition to the 2000 
lor more, employes of 124 large for- 
eign companies having technical- 
aid contracts with the Government. 
Efforts to develop native talent 
by intensive training methods have 
met largely with failure. Technical 
schools generally cut their courses 
from three years to six months, 
with stydents working day and 
night in order to qualify in the va- 
rious technical professions. But a 
majority of the students were found 
unable to starid the strain and large 
classes were reduced greatly be- 
fore completion of the courses. 

3000 Required. 

Of the 13,000 additional men 
needed in 1931, 3000 are engineers, 
3000 foremen and 7000 skilled work- 
ers. Europe is expected to supply 
about 2600 of the engineers and 
the same number of foremen and 
about 5000 skilled workers. The 
remainder is expected to be ob- | 
tained in America. 

The unemployment situation ‘in 
the rest of the world puts the Sov- 
iet Union in a favorable positibn in 
employing foreign help as appli- 
cants for the most part are willing: 
to work for less than in more 


j 


Practically all foreigners are. un- 
der contract whereby they receive 
part of their salaries in the cur- 
rencies of their countries and part 
in rubles. The Government has 
been trying to do everything pos- 
sible to make the foreign employes 
satisfied. Shops have been opened 
in the various industrial centers 
for foreigners only where they can 
buy food and other commodities at 
lower prices than in the open mar- 
ket. . 

Foreigners Urged to Vote. 

How many of these foreigners 
become converted to the theories 
of Marx and Lenin is not known, 
but few Americans embrace the 
doctrines... The Germans, however, 
who are in the majority among 
foreign employes, are said to be 
more or less sympathetic. 

In the elections which now are 
‘in progress throughout the coun- 
try, the foreigners are being urged 
te vote and even propose their own 
candidates for the Soviet, a pro- 
cedure permissible under the con- 
stitution. 

Joseph V. Stalin, head of the 
Central Committee of the Com- 
munist Party, and Vyacheslaff 
Molotoff, chairman of the Coun- 
cil of Peoples’ Commissars of the 
Soviet Union, have appealed to all 
Communist and Government eco- 
nomic organizations to speed up 
the collective farm program this 
spring.

ITALIAN TROOPS ROUT REBELS 
IN SEVERE BATTLE IN LIBYA 


Lose Two Officers and Two Men; 
Kill 20 Tribesmen in Cufra 


Oasis. 
By the Associated Press. 


ROME, Jan. 26.—Italian colon- 
ial troops routed a band of natives 
in severe fighting Saturday. At Bt 
Tag in the heart of the Cufra oasis 
region of Libya, two officers and 
two native soldiers were killed. Six- 
teen natives in the Italian force 
were wounded. 

Twenty of the rebel tribesmen 
were killed and 13 were taken pris- 
oner. The Duke of Apulia, called 
the Flying Duke, is credited in dis- 
patches with having played'an “im- 
portant, efficacious and decisive 
role” in bombing the rebels from 
the air. . 

The oasis zone in Cufra has long 
been an objective of the colonial 
authorities afterthe conquest of the 
Fezzan region. Operations began 
Jan. 1 over a 500-mile front, two 
columns of troops starting from 
Gialo with Sahara Corps, and a 
squadron of armored cars with na- 
tive soldiers from Uauel hebir. 
They converged at Bir Zighen on 
Jan. 9. 
‘The rebels fought bitterly and a 
decisive action, which began ‘Jan. 
19, continued until the tribesmen, 
seeing themselves surrounded, fled 
in disorder, leaving two of their 
leaders dead. A detachment fol- 
lowed them toward Egypt for more 
than 125 miles. As they fled the 
rebels left their women and chil- 
dren and livestock behind.

TYDINGS WANTS 
EVIDENCE PUBLISHED 


Decides to Act on Norris’ 
Suggestion; -Demand 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 26. — The 
usually dignified Senate of the 
United States went into spams of 
merriment today while a clerk, at 
the instance of Senator Johnson 
(Rep.), California, read into the 
record a New York newspaper's 
paraphrase of Lincoln’s Gettysburg 
address as it might have been writ- 
ten by the Wickersham Commis- 
sion. Senator Moses, in the chair, 
made no attempt to check the 
laughter which swept the Senate 
floor ahd the galleries. 

The paraphrase gave the text/ 
of the Gettysburg address, with 
parentheses, in the manner of 
“Strange Interlude,” at the end of 
each sentence, containing the vari- 
ous dissents of the 11 Wickersham 
Commissioners. They were able to 
agree only that Gettysburg was a 
battlefield where many soldiers 
were buried. 

The reading was part of an 
ironic discussion of the Wicker- 
sham report brought on by the 
Tydings resolution calling for a 
Senate investigation to find out 
what the Commissioners meant and 
to determine whether they were 
influenced by “an outside authori- 
ty.” The latter part of the reso- 
lution was prompted by persistent 
rumors that the President had the 
report “doctored” after a majority 
of the Commissioners had agreed 
to recommend immediate revision 
of the eighteenth amendment. 

Because Senator Tydings (Dem.), 
Maryland, author of the resolu- 
tion, had to leave the chamber for 
the afternoon, the resolution was 
allowed to go over for future ac- 
tion, without prejudice. 

At the suggestion of Johnson, 
Tydings modified his draft so as 
to make it’call for the appearance 
of all the commissioners, and not 
merely the chairman, before the 
Judiciary Committee. 

Suggests Publication. 

Senator Norris (Rep.), Nebraska, 
chairman of that committee, op- 
posed the measure, though he 
agreed it might be desirable to ask 
the commission to publish the se- 
cret evidence by which it had based 
its findings.

NEW YORK, Jan. 26.—Sir Her- 

bert Samuel; chairfhan of the Lib- 

eral party in Great Britain, in a 

talk from London yesterday, car- 

ried across the Atlantic by the 

Columbia Broadcasting System and 

sent out to American radio listen- 

ers, said that only a minority of 

Liberal members of Parliament, 

led by Sir John Simon, will vote 

with the conservatives against the- 

Labor party in the first real test 

Premier MacDonald’s Government 

will face in the present session of 

Parliament. 

This test of the Labor Govern- 
ment’s strength will come on the 
vote on the trade disputes bill, in- 


| 


lation passed by the last Conserva- 
tive Government under which sym- 
pathetic_strikes were outlawed and 
trade unions were forbidden to levy 
on- their members for political 
funds. 

Samuel was circumspect about 
the plans of the majority of Lib- 
erals when the bill comes to vote. 
He did not say definitely whether 
they would vote with Labor or ab- 
stain from voting. He remarked 
that 44 of the 58 Liberals would 
have to vote against Labor to over- 
throw the Government. 

Party Still Divided. 


“Among the Liberals,” he said, 
“the effects of the open split in the 
party several years ago between 
the followers of Mr. Asquith and 
Mr. Lloyd George are satili felt. And 
apart altogether from that, recently 
Sir John Simon, who is one of the 
ablest and most infivential of the 
leaders of the party, has come out 
in active opposition to the Govern- 
ment of the day, particularly with | 
regard to the bill dealing with trade 
unions and their position under the 
law, which is to be discussed in 
Parliament this week. 

“This bill Sir John Simon wished 
to see rejected eventhough its re- 
jection must involve the resigna- 
tion of the Premier and the disso- 
lution of Parliament. But it seems 
likely that only a minority of the 
Liberal party will accept this pol- 
icy. and act upon it. 

“But the mind of the country, in 
general, is set more upon trade con- 
ditions than political. Great Brit- 
ain has been hard hit by the world- 
wide depression in industry and 
commerce.

The British proposal of home 
rule for India preserves ali the 
means of exploitation which have 
reduced it in a century from ex- 
traordinary wealth to extraordin- 
ary poverty, Will Durant, distin- 
guished writer dnd student, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter today. 

“The Case for India,” as he pre-

sented it before the Junior League. 


in his lecture of the Monday morn- 
ing series, was an outspoken argu- 
ment against British subjection of 
India. : 

' Declaring he could cite English 
authority for every statement he 
made, he said the British had 


drained off the wealth until “the 
poverty in the Hindu farms and 
Hindu factories is the worst in the 
world and, in any couhtry, would 
be considered full warrant for cast- 
ing out the Government.” 

In the interview he described 
Mahatma Gandhi’s release as a 
piece of strategy. The home rule 
proposal, despite its vital reserva- 
tions, would place India in a bet- 
ter position to work for complete 
independenée, he conceded. 

Remarking that “It’s ridiculous 
for a mere student to talk about so 
many things,’ he declared that the 
“economic mess” in this country 
would end in only one way—reduc- 
tion of prices—whether or not 
business leaders wanted it to end 
that way, and that the only means 
of hastening the end was voluntar- 
ily to reduce prices. " 

“Gandhi's release was a part of 
the strategy to impress the rest of 
the world,” he said. “You know, 
he and his followers started out 
pledged for independence. 

“The London round-table con- 
ference was operated in such a 
way as to give the world the im- 
pression that India was about to 
receive fiome rule. It ought to be 
made very clear that the home 
rule offered India has three viial 
reservations which almost reduce 
it to a word instead of a fact. 

“The Hindus will be allowed to 
govern themselves provided thcy 
allow the British to retain control 
of their foreign affairs, their army

and in part their finances, and 
provided they agree to allow the 
Viceroy to retain power to veto 
any financial legislation which he 
considers detrimental to England. 

“Since the exploitation of India 
has taken place through British 
control of the Indian army and 
finances, and through British con- 
trol of the Indian tariff, that ex- 
ploitation has every means of con- 
tinuing, because these vital fea- 
tures are apparently to remain un- 
der British control. 

Doesn’t Blame MacDonald. 
“Though I should like Amenica 
students of these problems to re- 
fuse to be fooled by the words in- 
vented by a diplomat, yet they 
should recognize that the proposal 
of Ramsay MacDonald is obvious- 
ly as generous as could be put 
through the present Parliarnent, 
and consequently we cannot blame 
him for what may be called their 

excessive moderation. 

“All in all, Prime Minister Mac- 
Donald has done the very best 
that could be done by anyone in 
his position. If India fully util- 
izes the advantages of his propos- 
al, still recognizing its essential

so that old age pensions would 
be a superfluity.

‘How Big Is a Batboy. 
OUNGSTERS with ambitions 
y : be bat boys for visiting 
ball clubs will be out of luck 
next season if they are too short 
Or too tall. In the past any 
youngster with the desire and 
enough aggressiveness and perse- 
verance could qualify for the job 
of carrying bats, but at its last 
annual meeting the National 
League ruled that everybody on 
the field would have to be in uni- 
form, and it was bad news for 
youngsters who like to hang 
around dugouts and enjoy close 
association with the Babe Ruths, 
the Frankie Frischs and the 
Rogers Hornsbys of baseball. 


Major league clubs can’t get 
along without batboys. Batters 
invariably pick up an armful of 
wood at the dugout and swing 
them as they prepare for their 
turn at bat, discarding all but 
one when they take their position 
at the plate. The idea of it is 
that swinging two or three Dats 
makes one bat seem light to the 
batter and therefore he handles 
it more easily at the plate. 
Whether it helps or not, all play- 
ers do it and the discarded bats 
constitute an unnatural hazard 
that umpires will not tolerate. 

If it weren’t for the batboy, 
who packs the discarded timber 
back to the dugout, catchers 
would trip over bats as they pur- 
sued foul flies, and that would 
be annoying, to say the least, 
which the angry ball player sel- 
dom does. 


The batboy wasn’t the real 
reason for passing the rule about 
uniforms for all The ragged 
urchin, usually seen about the 
dugout of the visiting club, has 
become a picturesque part of the 
layout, even if he was in striking 
contrast to the trim, uniformed 
mascot of the home team. The 
real purpose in passing the rule 
was to eliminate the “creeps” and 
“erass-eaters” who cluttered up 
the outfield, pilfering balls and 
gloves and doing the work of 
ball-shagging that most manag- 
ers wanted the pitchers to do. 
But in banning the fly-shagging 
“erass-eaters,” it was decided 
that everybody would have to 
dress up. 


“I guess we'll have to furnish 
uniforms for batboys of the vis- 
iting clubs,” Sam Breadon said 
yesterday. “Of course, we can’t 
have an assortment of uniforms, 
s0 we'll have to establish a stand- 
ard size and if a youngster won't 
fit into the unie, he’ll be out of 
luck. Visiting clubs may carry 
uniforms, but then they’d have to 
sort out the youngsters to find 
one to fit their toggery. I don’t 
know, it begins to look like a real 
problem. We'll certainly have to 
have batboys. But it begins to 
look like the real tall ones and 
the real short ones will be out of 
luck.”

part of our people. 

“The cure follows from the 
cause. The only way out of the 
depression is to lower prices. It 
can be done only by reducing 


“About one-fourth of all these 
are not wholly unemployed, but 
are employed irregularly, and when 
they are out of work for a few days 
at a time they register as unem- 
ployed and are assisted from the 
insurance funds. Here and there 
there are some people who, while 
they are legally entitled to assist- 
ance from the funds, are not mor- 
ally entitled thereto, and an in- 
quiry is now being held into that 
matter. But whatever allowance 
may be made in that regard, the 
fact remains that the number of the 
unemployed is enormously large. 
The present industrial situation is 
grave and this reacts on the credit 
of the Government of the day as in 
all countries where there is trade 
depression. 


“The Conservatives advocate aj 


protective tariff as the best remedy 
available for our distresses, .and 
they press for a dissolution of Par- 
liament and a general election to 
decide the i--ue. The Labor and 
Liberal parties reject that policy, 
believing tha‘ it will do more harm 
than good. And as to a general 
election, they are willing to put the 
question to the issue before the peo- 
ple, but they insist there should 


voting. 

“That system works well when 
there are two parties but badly 
when there are three, and it is con- 
tended that a general election prob- 
ably would give a majority to the 
Conservatives over all the other 
parties in the House of Commons, 
enabling them to form a Govern- | 
ment and to propose and pass into 
the law a protective tariff, while at 
the same time there might be a 
majority of some millions of the 
people against such a policy, their 
votes being divided between the 
other two parties, Labor and Lib- 
eral.”

HERE are some respects in 
which seeing a picture or the 
screen can give more pleasure 


For one thing, the appearance of 
the characters is definitely fixed. I 
must admit that I find this a re- 
markable convenience, since, most 
of the people I read about in books 
have a very disturbing way of 
changing their physical attributes. 
Sometimes, despite the author’s 
assurance that the lady is a stately 
blonde, I insist on seeing her as a 
lithe brunette. This would hardly 
matter in itself, but along about 
the middle of the book she sudden- 
ly turns plump and sandy-haired 
and develops a slight cast in her 
eye. No system of thought I can 
evoke will change her back again 
to the way she looked at the begin- 
ning of the story. 

Sometimes I find a character 
looking like a personal friend. De- 
spite the fact that he or she fre- 
quently becomes involved in em- 
barrassing and quite discreditable 


adventures, the resemblance refuses 


to be shaken off. 

Sometimes, though less often than 
when I was younger, the attire of a 
personage in fiction reveals an en- 
tirely incongruous note. From the 
time I first read about him in the 
sixth grade, Lars Porsena has al- 


ways worn a knitted skating cap. 


I know it is all wrong—the early 
Etruscans did not skate and the art 
of' knitting had not developed to 
this acute stage. 

However, the moment Lars Por- 
sena is mentioned that knitted cap 
heaves into sight, and not all my 
tears and imprecations can erase it 
from his high Etruscan dome. 

. +. . 

Whatever their other faults, the 
pictures at least do not put tomato 
tins on the head of Henry VIII, or 
change the heroine from a blonde 
to a brunette during the progress 
of the story. Sometimes, in the 
course of one of those films that 
take years to make, the heroine 
looks ingenuous at the beginning 
and a little hard-boiled at the 
close. That, however, is merely 
one of the hazards of Hollywood 
life and cannot be charged to the 
author's intent. 

But there are other respects in 
which the films lag far behind the 
older formis of narrative and de- 
scriptive art. For instance, there 
is the question of food. 

Many an otherwise mediocre 
story has ridden to success on the 
steam of well described entrees, 
beautifully worded plum puddings, 
and pie crust that would almost 
melt in the author’s typewriter. 

My favorite novel when about 
11 years old was a now forgotten 
tome called “In the Sargasso Sea.” 
It concerned the adventures of 4 
young man abandoned on a dere- 
lict ship and caught eventually in 
a becalmed mass of kelp and 
wreckage. .

QUEEN MARY. 


N entertainment club has re- 
cently been formed among 
members of the English royal 
household to provide informal en- 
tertainment for the King and 
Queen, who now rarely go out in 
The club was 
idea of Sir Charles Verney, Queen 
Mary’s private secretary. 

Any member of the household 


who could play the piano or sing 


@ song, tell a good tale, do some 
conjuring tricks, or anything in 
the entertainment way, was invited 
to join the club. It gave its first 
performance a few weeks ago, and 
it was the most remarkably inform- 
al kind of entertainment ever giv- 
en at Buckingham Palace. 

It was held in the room known 
as the White Drawing Room, where 
is located one of the six pianos at 
the palace. It began by one of the 
equerries singing sea chanties, ac- 
companying himself on the piano. 
The King walked about the room 
smoking a cigar, joining himself in 
the chanty choruses. The Queen 
sat on a sofa with Lady Bertha 
Dawkins; both smoked cigarettes. 
After the chanties Sir Charles 
Verney, who is rather a good ra- 
conteur, told funny stories. Then 
one of the royal servants did some 
conjuring tricks. 

At 10 o’clock drinks were served 
and then the King and Queen bade 
the entertainers good night. 


UCH an evening at Buckingham 
S Palace could not possibly have 
happened before the King’s ill- 
ness. But since then the relation- 
ships between the King and Queen 
and members of the household have

changed. During the King’s illness, 
when. Queen Mary was almost 
broken down with anxiety, never 
knowing from one hour to another 
what bad news might come to her 
from the sickroom, she turned to 
her ladies-in-waiting, whom . for 
years she had kept at a distance, 
for sympathy. They became her 
most intimate friends, and have re- 
mained so. 

To those outside the royal en- 
tourage with whom Queen Mary 
comes into social contact, her 
majesty is still the same as she al- 
Ways was, and probably always will 
be—that is, rather distant and re- 
served. 

But within the royal household 
Queen Mary today has what she 
never had anywhere before her 
husband's iliness—real and inti- 
mate friends, in whose presence she 
can be entirely natural and herself. 
Queen Mary is a happier woman 
today than she was before her hus- 
band’s illness, and the royal house- 
hold is a happier place than it was. 

It is still the well ordered estab- 
lishment that under Queen Mary's 
rule it always has been; but some 
of the disciplinary rules have been 
relaxed. 

For example, it had been a strict 
rule in the royal household since 
the accession of King George that 
when the court was in residence at 
Buckingham Palace there should 
be no entertainments given by the 
servants in the servants’ hall.

HIS rule was made by Queen 
T Vietoria, who considered that 
the whole time of the royal 
servants should be given to the per- 
formance of their duties when the 
court was in residence. King Ed- 


ward described this rule as “most ost loyally devoted to her at a 
and did 


away with it. It was revived by 


needlessly tyrannical,” 


Queen Mary; but her majesty has 


now abolished it. The royal servants 
can on certain evenings in the week 
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entertain their friends in the serv- 
ants’ hall, and dancing is permitted, 
Queen Mary has on occasion gone 
down to open the dancing by walts- 
ing with one of the upper men 
servants. : | 

Afternoon tea at the palace and 
at Sandringham before the King’s 
iliness was served to Queen Mary 
in her boudoir. She nearly always 
took it alone. If she was engaged 
with any of her liadies-in-waliting 
when tea was served they would 
rise, bow and take their departure 
to the ladies’ tea room, where they 
would have their own tea. The 
Queen rarely asked them to tea, 
and then only for business reasons. 


One afternoon during the King’s 


iliness tea was brought to the 
Queen, who was in her boudoir 
with Lady Bertha Dawkins and the 
Countess of Shaftesbury. The two 
ladies rose, and the Queen said: 

“Don’t go, dears; have tea with 
me se 

The servant who overheard the 
word “dears” must have nearly 
collapsed with surprise, for never 
before had Queen Mary s0 aéd- 
dressed any of her ladies-in-wait- 
ing. But since that afternoon 
Queen Mary always has had the 
company of some of her ladies-in- 
waiting at tea in her boudoir.
